GENERAL APPROVAL. 


London, Jan, 16. 

The work of the Indian Round 
Table Conference was to-day re- 
viewed in further speeches by 
defegates to be concluded on 
Monday.

STABILISATION OF 
“SILVER URGED. 


VIGOROUS ARTICLE, BY 
“LONDON WRITER... 


RESTORATION AS STANDARD 
OF VALUE. 


TRADE IN FAR EAST. 


The restoration of the pur- 
chasing power of silver, of 
China's .place in the commercial 
markets of ‘the world, is recely- 
ing attention in Great Britain. 
Biemetallism is suggested as the 
remedy, the demand being for 
the stabilisation of silver at 
three times its present value. 

Mr. G. Ward Price, writing In 
the Sunday Pictorial, says: “To 
have too much wealth [4,- for the 
purpose of trade, almost as bad as 
having none. 

1 found myself in a country town 
one evening lately with no other 
money In my pocket but a ten-pound 
note, | wanted ta buy a shilling 
packet of cigarettes, Nobody could, 
or would, change my “banknote, I 
had to zo without my clearettes, 
and the local tobacconists lost my 
custom, 

Similar conditiong, “on a worlt- 
wide seale, are responsible for the 
present paralysis of internntional 
trade, Some countries have: too 
much gold;  othera not enough. 
Both aides may want to exchange 
their joods for mutual profit. .But 
between them slands a formidable 
barrier of currency, . Their stand- 
ards of value are different, and 
trade between them becomes practl- 
cally impossible.

Drifting Apart. . 


“te you ask-ehy China and India 
are buying 80 much less cotton 
goods from England than they did 
before, the Invariable answer [s: 
“Beeanac one Is in a state of revolu- 
tion and the other of ,politicul un- 
rest.” 

That is an obvious rearon—but 
it ig not by any means the only, or 
even the principal, one. 

The real difficulty in the way of 
selling aur goods to those 735,000,- 
000 potential customers in India 
and Chinn—vWell over one-third of 
the consuming population of the 
world—ia that their standarda of 
value ani our own have of late 
years been drifting further and fur- 
ther apart. ‘ 

Our mensure of values Is gold. 
Their measure of valucs Js silver. 
But whereas the international worth 
of gold has been fixed by agreement 
among the ‘Western nations, the 
value of silver is allowed to fluctuate 
like that of any other commodity. 


Catastrophic. 


Fifty years ago silver was worth 
Gs. anounce. Up to 1914 it fetch- 
ed half that price, It is, now worth 
ubout 1s, 2d. am ounce. 

The consequences of this have 
Been, catastrophie for all British ex- 
porters to thei Far East. They are 
producing #oods for the Chinese 
materials and pay their labour on 
market st a cost fixed in terms of 
gold, They have to buy their raw 
materials and pay their Inbour on 
that basis. 

But the Chinese possess only 0 
fnat-deprecinating silver currency 
with which to buy those goods. 
Ap silver becomes less and Jess 
yaluable compared with gold, thair 
powers of purchasing from wus 
correspondingly decline.

couRT SEQUEL TO RECENT 
NAVAL ACTION. 


Concerning the _ recent incident 
off the {stand of Pedro Blanco, when 
two funks, alleged to be pursuing 
n third, were stonned by the 8.8. 
Hangsang and Soochow, and their 
crews subsequently taken into 
custody by H.M.S. Somme, the

Pedro Blanco, within the juriadic- 
tlon of the Admiralty of England. 
plratically and feloniously attacked 
cargo junk No. 206 V.: and , (2) 
that piratically and feloniously at- 
tacked and set upon the cargo junk 
and Chang Ma Yat, the master, in- 
tending to take away the said junk, 
her tackle and = cargo from the 
owners thereof. 


Legal Difficulty. 


At. the outset, Mr. Somerset 
Fitzroy, the Public Prosecutor, ¢x- 
plained the reasons which had led 
him to put in those two additional 
charyes, He snid he could find no 
recorded ease in existence where 
no man had ever been charged with 
attempted piracy— absolutely none.

ADDRESS TO THE LOCAL 
L.O.N. SOCIETY. 


An explanation as to why, in 
spite of thare being a good deal 
of sympathy in the United States, 
they had not joined the League 
of Nations, wan given by Mr. 
Bareom Johnson, when he ad- 
drensed a meeting convened by 
the Loague of Nations: Society in 
Hongkong, at the Cathedral Hall 
yesterday evening, under the 
chalrmauship of the Hon, Mr. R. 
YW. Kotewnll, Mr. Johnson, who 
is one of the Commission’ now 
making enquiries in Hongkong 
with reference to the traffic in 
women and children in tho Enst, 
spoke oon “The . Soctal and 
Tlumanitarian Work of the League 
of Nations." . 

Replying to the Rev. H. V. 
Koop, who naked what it wan that 
held the United States back, Mr. 
Johnson said he thought that, 
perhaps, the initin] enuse of the 
policy followed by the United 
States Government was the effect 
of Mr. Wilson being a better 
statesman than a politielan, Ie 
allowed himaclf to be manocuy red 
Into a positlon where the matter 
became one of polities, If he had 
been more adroit and more skilful 
asa politician, Mr, Johnaon said 
he had no doubt that his country 
would have been an aetive 
member. 

Continuy, he sald since that 
time the question had always re- 
mained, The Democratic Party 
was, in normal times, the minority 
party, and that waa Mr. Wilson's 
purty, but a ‘good many Re 
publigana had voted against it 
because of the other tasues ine 
volved. 

There was, he said, a yast 

‘]}amount of ignorance in the 
United States, where people were 
more or Jess still isolated from 
Kuropean problems, although that 
isolation | was rapidly rowing 
less, There were millions of 
fwople in the interjor of America 
whe did not know much ‘about 
the League of Nations and cared 
ess, Those people could not sec 
that it meant anything Jn parti- 
eular to them ‘They would haye 
Neen perfectly happy if the 
Uajred States had joined in the 
first place, and they were still 
perfectly hagpy beeuise they had 
not,

MONETARY CRISIS. 


Whilst it is true that 
circumstances haye 
create the present widespread 
trade depression it ia coming to- 


many 
combined to 


be realised to an increasing extent 
that the scute crisis which moat 
countries have had to face during: 
the past twelve months is essen- 
tially a monetary crisis. This 
conclusion ix endorsed by Pro- 
fessor Guatav Cassel, the well- 
known authority on economics and 
finanee, who has recently given at 
great. length his views on a situa- 
tion which is still causing much 
concern in practienlly all parts of 
the world. The position in regidrd 
to gold is a vital factor in thik re- 
gard, because at the present time 
the world's annual. supply of that 
is: hardly more than two- 
thirds of what it should .be, the 
fall in the general value of com- 
modity prices being a natural 
effect of ‘this deficient supply. 
This scarcity of gold hns long been 
foreseen; In fact, more than ten 
years ayo Professor Cassel him- 
self, at the request of the League 
of Nations, prepared n memoran- 
dum for the World Economic 
Conférence in which he stressed 
the necessity of counteracting the 
gold-cconomising 
Owing, “however, to lack 
of co-operation between the central 
bunks, there have been- huge 
accumulations in France and the 
United States, serving to accen- 
tuate the: shortage. 
according to the authority quoted, 
the tendency to a fall of the gen- 
eral jevel of commodity prices, 
connected with the growing 
scarcity of gold, was strengthened 


shortage by a 
policy.

by the restriction of credit under- 


taken in 1929 by the Federal 


Reserve System, in order to combat,|- 


the New York Stock | Exchange 
speculation, it being pointed out 
that the effects of such restric- 
tion can never be confined to the 
aphere for which the central bank 
thinks it desirable. | , 
Looking ‘at the consequences .of 
this action, it is seen that com- 
modity prices were pressed down, 
and,* once. this movemont had 
bogun,’.n general distrust was 


added. Prices in other countries j- 


had to fall, with the result that 
the whole world has had to go 
through a perlod in which com- 
modity pricea have fallon more 
violently than ever before in the 
history of the gold standard. Re- 
stricted domand ‘naturally fol-' 
lowed, which hns inevitably caused 


widespread unemployment. How- 


ever, overshadowing these latter 


dovclopments has beon the monc- 
tary aspect of the crisis, which 
Professor Cassel says has been 


‘absolutely unnecessary and could 


have beon prevented by enlighten- 
ed .co-operation bofween the cen- 
tral banks of the world. Tt should 
have .been posable, he avers, to 
hinder the scarcity of gold from 
resulting in a fall of. commodity 
prices, and it should first of all 
have been possible to avold a 
direct restriction of credit for 
which the commodity market cer- 


tainly gave no’ renson. | ¢ 


It ia the opinion of Professor 
Caasel that .once: the general 
public begins to realise that the 
calamity which has overtaken the 
world is in na way a consequence 
of economic necessity, the demand 
for a thorough reform in banking 
activities will grow so strong that 
all resistance will have’ to give 
why. If, on the other hand, the 
responsibility of central banks 
for the value of thelr money is not 
now definitely established and 
recognised, the world will in a few 
years’ time have to xo through 
n similar catastrophe. “The first 
condition of security against such 
calamities,” lie says, “is that we 
should be decided firmly no longer 
to be the slaves of supposed mo- 
chanical necessities of periodical 
price movements, but be able to 
master our monctary institutions, 
no far as to secure for the world 
a rensonable stability in the pur- 
chasing power of its currencies,” 


Schenider Trophy Folly. 


While the arbitrary decision of 
the Air Ministry is not altogether a 
belt from the blue, it is greatly to 
be regretted that the Government 
should seize upon the Schneider 
Trophy Race asx a fit sphere for 
economy, The amount involved is 
estimated nt £80,000 and it seems 
a thousand pitica that to save such 
n sum Britain should throw away 
the golden chance of capturing the 
trophy for all time. We doubt ‘in- 
cidentally whether the decision can 
be defended even upon purely 
utilitarian rounds. The — argu- 
ment of the Government advisers 
apparently is that the primary pur- 
pose of British competition waa 
the stimulation of research, that the 
achievement has more than justi- 
fied the tremendous cost, but that 
the development of racing machines 
hag now reached a point far beyond 
the position where Jessons learned 
from high speed can be applied for 
commercin! pttrposes, There is an. 
other far more important factor, 
however, Prestige Has a tash value 
to British aircraft manufacturers 
well worthy of consideration. Bri- 
tish success in the Schneider Trophy 
has been productive of a Inrge 
volume ‘of foreign orders, and a 
third successive vietory, which is 
well within reason and expectation, 
would further enhance our already 
dominant position, ‘In all the cir- 
cumstances, it appears little short 
of utter folly to drop out of the 
race, and meekly to hand over the 
Trophy for an Italian-French con- 
test. Perhaps for that reason, 
Reuter’s gloomy prophecy that the 
money is not likely to be raised vill 
be falsified. The machines which 
competed at Gosport in 1929 have 
been subject to minor modifications 
and improvements which have still 
further increased their speeds. If 
some public-spirited, individual or 
nowspaper in Britain will mak3 a 
start, a sufficient sum to gunrantec 
British defence of the Trophy would 
surely be forthcoming.

Cold Weather Danger 
of. Carbon Monoxide. 


— 


FATAL , EXHAUST GAS. 


' Uny Israel Klejn.] 


Cold weather, 9 tough motor, 8 
wenk battery, a closed garage—and 
the annual winter ingredients for 
carbon-monoxide polsoning are here, 

Year after yenr, despite warn- 
ings, police all over the world re- 
port moro denths from this automo- 
tive peril. Yet cognizance of a few 
simple rulea should ‘avoid this 
danger. 

These rules apply mostly when 
the car is cold and is to be started 
while still in the garage, for car- 
bon monoxide poisioning occurg 
only where there is a lack of freah 
alr. 

Carbon monoxide is the fatal 
exhaust gas that comes from tho 
motor. It ia odorless and colourless. 
What.wo smell os issuing from the 
exhaust of the motor is the un- 
burned fuel and other residue that 
comes out along with ‘the carbon 
monoxide gas.’ 

Being unnbdlo to smell or sco it, 
we are unaware of ita presence, un- 


less we remember the circumstances | 


under which we may fall victim 
to it. These are a closed garage 
and 4 running motor. 

Therefore the primary rule to 
remember, to avold trouble, is to 
ave that the garnge door is wide 
open and held open by a good catch, 
If the door awings shut while you 
happen to be working on the car, 
trying to get it started, the ocen- 
alonal puff-pull of the motor may 
he enough -to cause the first harm- 
ful effects of- the exhnust ‘gas. 
Once It begins to take effect, the 
victim hardly knows what is hap- 
pening to him thereafter. 

Even with the garage door open, 
ns soon as the motor is started the 
car should be backed out and 
warmed up outside the Karage. 
There the exhaust gas is dispelled 
easily and the motorists is always 
breathing fresh air. 

Since carbon monozide poisdning 
ia so serious and sudden a danger, 
it is well to know the symptoms 
and what to do in such emergency. 


The-first sign of the poison’s 
presence {s ao sleepy, almost. help- 
Inas feeling. The victim begins to 
yawn, feels tired, and js aware 
of a alight headache, like a con- 
striction across the forchend. 


After this headache has become, 
more severe, it is replaced by

Breathing becomes rapid, the 
pulae moves upward, the akin 
becomes flushed .and unconscious- 
ness scta in. 

All this ia done‘in a very short 
time, for carbon. monoxide acts 
quickly and without warning. Its 
action is accelerated even further 
if the motorist. happens to bo 


the engine. 

The first thing to do with a 
yictim of earbon monoxide poison- 
ing ja to get him out into the 
fresh air, He needs plenty of 
oxygen to repince the dendly gas 
that has filled his lungs, and crept 


into his blood and tissues. 


It takes considerable oxygen to 
do this, and since the air about us 


{a only one-fifth oxygen, the next 
xypen pump 


step {a to call for an o 
and a rescue squad, Many police 
and fire departments, as well as 
hospitals, are supplied with such 
pumps. 

While waiting for the pump, 
however, artifical reapiration, as in 
fhe case of drowning, should be 
administered. The victim should 
be placed flat on the ground, face 
down, and the rescuer leaning over 
the body should apply pressure 


equal to the full weight of his body 


in short regular atrokes to the 
small of the victim's back. 


After the person has been 
revived and he shows enough signs 
of life to ,warrant stopping the 
pump treatment, he will need com- 
plete rest and continued fresh oir 
for somo time. He will be quite 
weak, particularly in the muscles 
of his legs. A hendache, sometimes 
quite . severe, and von loss of 
memory may also result. But these 
will wear off gradually. 


For a day or two thereafter, the 
victim should remain in bed in 
ordcr not to put too much of a 
burden on his wenkened heart.

Advance in Every Typé‘of Vehicle. "+

The commercial motor vehicle 
is no longer a despised, poor re- 
lation of. the private car, 

In tho past virtually anything 
wan considered good enough for 
the desizn of lorry or motor-coach 
provided it was strong enough for 
its work. Neither the uppearance 
of the vehicle nor the comfort of 
the driver and passcngers was von 
sidered, while {n the case of goods 
vehicles It wae usually fir heavier 
than wis necessary for its work. 

For years now we have existed 
under the tyranny of the’ heavy, 
clumsy lorry. — It fa not.so very 
long no that the public gencrally 
began to realise that a revolution 

waa taking place in commercial 
tranaport. At the 1929 Commer- 
etal Vehlele Exhibition at Olympia 
1 heard xeveral prominent men in 
the private cnr industry say that 


* the commercial vehicles were now 


taking the lend in design instead 
of following the privato car. 
Since then matters have 
improved still more, a powerful 
factor being the final disappear- 
ance of the war-time Jorry which 
was available in such numbera 
that it discouraged tho develop- 
ment of new ideas for many yearn, 
At the end of the war cnormous 
quantities of these lorries, whien 
had been used on the various 
fronts, were reconditioned and fet 
-qoose on the market, They could 
be obtained chenply and, though 
clumsy, were adequate for thelr 
work. 


New Demand. 


Now at Inat mont of theae 
vehicles have gone to be broken 
up, and the result is Chat from al 
over the country and from over- 
nena there jx a demand for new 
vehicles to replace them. 

A firm which has once taken to 
motor transport docs not give it 
up caally, and most of the buyers 
who were formerly satiafied with 
old vehicles arc now demanding 
up-to-date machines to replace 
them. 2 

The industry han responded 
nobly, and the modern motor coach 
or goods-carrying vehicle iam 
remarkable picce of engineering. 
I have heard of one or two cases 
where the manufacturer of the 
commercial vehicle haa been con- 
sulted by the manufacturer of 
private cara about the solution of 
particular problems, 

Now that the commercial vehicle 
has been. improved to such an 
extent, the public are naturally 
taking’ more sad more interest In 
it, That they like to see the now 
types of coaches is proved b= the 
attendances at recent exhibitions, 
Unfortunately the Olympia com- 
mercial vehicle exhibition is held 
only once every two years, but the 
Scottish exhibition nt the Kelvin 
Hall. Glasgow, has a commercint 
wection In the intermediate year, 
and thie proved a great attraction 
this year.

Time That is Money 


The modern commercial manua- 
fncturer has to go into every detail 
of his chassis to ensure that its 
operation is as near perfect aa 
human ingenuity can make it. 

He must think not only of such 
things as comfort and mechanical 
excellence but also, of running 
expenscs. 

One of the mont expensive items 
in coach, omnibus, or lorry opcra- 
tion is not the cost of repalrs alone: 
but the moncy lost during the time 
that the vehicle is [nid up for this 
work. The reduction of these 
periods will result ina tremendous 
waving. c 

For many years Sir William 
Morris has been engaged in the 
manufacture of light commerci: 
vehicles, but it was only last yenr 
that he decided to enler the field 
in the really Iarge class. This 
he did with extraordinary success 
with vehicles for from two tans 
upwards. Two coach ar omnibus 
chassis were extremely successful, 
These are known as the Dictator 
and the Viceroy.

WARNING BEACONS. 


. Simplicity - and Real 
Efficiency. 


[By John : Priolenu.] 


One of the most important of the 
provisions of the new Trafic Act 
{4 the promised standardisation of 
rond signals, ns measure of which 
every road-usor has stood in sore 
need . ever since motor-traflic be- 
came general. The lack of system 
in the design and placing of all 
kinds . of signals, from danger- 
warnings to ordinary signposts, 
under which — Britain. suffers 
is little short of scandalous,. We 
are not concerned with the incon- 
venience endured by ‘foreigners 
visiting Britain, which must be con- 
siderable, but anyine making his 
firat acquaintance with our crazy 
methods must be amazed that a 
country with such a multitude of 
ronda carrying such an increasing 
burden of traffic of all kinds, from 
high-speed long-distance conches 
and big-capacity lorries to small 
family cars, to be counted in tena 
of thousands, should have so Jong 
borne with such haphazard ways. 


Misleading Signs, 


We are promised, in time, the dis- 
appenrance of the sort of align, ad- 
vertiaing goods, which is deliber- 
ately designed to resemble a read- 
warning in order to ensure [ts be- 
ing read, The Act words it tact- 
fully but uncormpromisingly: “the 
highway authority of any given dis- 
trict shall... require the owner 
or oceupier of any land on which 
there is any traffic sign or any ob- 
ject. which so closely resembles & 
nh (raMic sign that it might reason- 
ably be taken to he such a sign, to 
remove it... —-adding the penalty 
for disobedience. The words “or 
oveupier” are of obvious importance 
in the case of properties on which 
the lodge-stes bear that most un- 
desirable of warnings, "Concenled 
Drive,” by which the innocent user 
of the high-road is led to think that 
private rounds have a priority right 
wer the King’s Highway. It will 
be the duty of the tenant, as much 
aa of tie landlord, to take the of- 
fending sign down. 


Ample powers seems — to have 
wiven to the highway nuthorities, 
who are defined a8 Any person res- 
ponsible for the maintenance of the 
rond—a very welcome simplification 
—and “traffic sign” Is to be taken 
to mean all signals, warning sign- 
posts, direction posts, signs or other 
devices for the guidance or direc- 
tion of persons using tho roads. 
There is Httle room for legal quib- 
bles in this—or, at least, it seems Bo 
to the hopeful ‘sy mind. 


“Road, Lighthouses.” 


It-will probably be some time yet 
before this admirabe mensure can 
be put into full force, as time must 
be allowed not anly for the different 


county authorities, if they are the |: 


actual responsible hends of ections, 
to procure the necessary number of 
the new sealed pattern warning- 
signs but for the Ministry to nelect

They 
nre the simplest form of warning, 
and they give the rond-user precise. 
cisely the information he wants in 
language which does not even call 
for a knowledge ‘of reading and 
writing. :

thing required of the driver, the only 
thing which can avert an accident. 
in expectation. It is, in these days 
of n multiplicity of sinns, futile to 
apecify the exact nature of the risks 
nhend, save in exceptional  cascs. 
The: information {5 seldom read. 
partly becauso it is too often 
unimpreasive, partly because it 18 
iven too often and In too many 
different ways, partly because it 
fa often unnecessarily strongly 
worded, and after being warned 
afew timca of some alleged 
danger which turns-out to be 
quite imaginary, the averaxe 
driver insensibly falls into the 
habit of ignoring mort of them. 
There is one notorious “steep 
hill” warning outside Newbury 
‘which might serve a8 an example. 
Tho hill ia a mfld slope, with a 
gentle, and quite open bend, and 
nothing to call for extra caution 
except the houres on one aide, 
which are plainly visible a long 
way off. 


Two Colours Only. 


So far these beacons serve 
chiefly as danger-aignals, but 
there Ia scope for extending their 
utility in other directions, They 
should, of course, take the place 
of the absurd red triangle, which 
has so signally failed to do its duty 
for aome twenty odd years, but 
they can also be used to Indicate 
the status of the: ronds on which 
they stand, At present their lights 
are red, a colour which through 
excessive over-use has Joat all its 
yalue as oa warning. The only 
colours necessary are green and 
yellow, green for “Proceed,” yellow 
for “Caution.” Red should be 
used very sparingly. and only in 
emergency cases. 


To indicate the atatus of ronds 
they could be painted’ in prominent 
places with green for main roads 
and yellow for subsidiary roads, 
“Hlood-light’” thrown downwards

My pump, J admit, is nota 
particularly powerful one, but it 
ia, 1 think, well up to the average, 
set the amount of pumping re- 
quired to make good the loss of a 
few pounds always surprises me.

_ Arreated at 10 o’clock this morn- 
ing by Detective Inspector .

Mr. Tongue sald that in Novem- 
ber last year the S.C.C, sent ina 
cheque for $40, being ground rent, 
and this amount was also misap- 
propriated by the accused.

Cruelty Cane, 


{To The Editor of Hongkong 
Telegraph.) . 


Sir, —Referring to your article 
in your issue of the (Mth inat., and 
the correspondence by — Maude 
Woods appearing in your issue of 
‘Thursday concerning the  dog- 
roasting, | desire to aay something 
to clear: the misunderstandings. 
. According to my analysis, both 
you and your correspondent tried 
to bring home two charges—first, 
that the Mnglatrate was wrong in 
consenting to the case being: with- 
drawn, and, secondly, that itwas a 
case of groda cruelty beyond argue 
ment. 

The answer to the first charge 
is very simple. On the strength 
of a veterinary certifientoe as the 
results of the careful and accept- 
ed form of an examination,  ie., 
post-mortem examination, and on 
the application of the Prosecuting 
Police Officer, the Mayistrate, ac. 
cording tu the wiual practice, had 
no alternative but to dismiss the 
ease. He could not very well dis- 
regard this certificate, which al- 
ways bears so) much weight in 
English Courts of Law, : 

The answer to the second charge 
ia also very simple, Both you 
and your correspondent Maude 
Woods were apparently ignorant 
of the methods by which o dog is 
killed for food and this ignorance 
was the cause of all the unsound 
ceriticism.. The writer ia a member 
of that section of the Chinese ¢om- 
munity, who regard dog meat as a 
delicacy and be is therefore avell 
qualified to say correctly how a 

- dog. is slnughtered and prepared 
for food. The process of — the 
slaughtering and preparation: is 
briefly as follows :— 

dst stage:—The animal has first 
to be killed by one of three 
methods,—hunging, drowning or 
by being hit on the head swith 
heavy blows, : : 

2nd stage:—The lifeless carcase 
ia then dipped in very hot water 
to enable the hair to be scrapped 
off casily, 

3rd stage:—The hairless carcase 
is then held over a burning fire 
produced by a heap of straw or 
grass.or other inflammable muter- 
inle on any convenient apot. This 

_ fourning (which was wrongly in- 
terproted as “roasting” and per- 
‘haps was the cause of the misguid- 
ed opinion) is not intended’ to 
caok the animal ‘but to help int- 
prove the smell.and taste of the 
food ultimatcly to bo prepared, 
tho smellof the meat othenwise,be- 
ing obnoxious. ; ae 

4th stnge:—The carease is then 

- ready to be opened ard clean- 
ed up to be prepared for food. 

In conclusion, I wish ‘also to say 
that tho Magistrate was not wrong 
in allowing: the caso to bo with- 
drawn and that tho dog waa life- 
Jess when the polico constable 
camo to the spot. In any event, 

. 4t frequently happens in our Courts 
“that the oponing statement of facta 

. by the prosecuting officers is not 
borng out by the ovidence sub- 
sequently given on oath. In this 
particular case the evidence of the 
Indian constable might have been 
tomtho effect that,ho heard a dog 
squealing, but whothor or not it

of India, some of whom would {n- 
evitably look askance at the Federal 
iden, which must not “be forced 
directly or indirectly on any one 
of them. They must be secured fn 
their rights, and their privileges 
with the British Government must 
remain unaltered until they them- 
selves voluntarily and without com- 
pulsion agreed to change. Personally 
he beleved a scheme of Federation 
would be devised which he could 
accept, but till the scheme was 
before him he preferred not to give 
an opinion, 


Mr. Basu's Complaint. 


Mr. Basu complained that the 
decisions about which there had 
been the lnrgest measure of ngree- 
ment, in mony respects fell short 
of the ideal cherlahed by a large 
section of the Indian people. He 
also expressed the view that com- 
munual differences and the ques- 
tion of minorities had been discuss- 
ed in «a manner which ignored that 
the different communities in India 
had been used to Hiving with one 
another fn amity every day of their 
lives for many centuries, 

There were occasional clashes, 
he raid, but they Infrequent and in- 
finitesimal when compared with 
the number of amicable contracts. 


Better Indlan Position. 


The Maharaja ef Dholpur sald 
the spirit that had animated the

ing between the Indian States and 
British Indin. 


European Views, 

Colonel Gidney said that owing 
to the fact that Hindu-Moslem 
controversy wast still unsettled 
and that hla brother Indians re- 
fused to recognise the veated and 
commerclal interests of Europ- 
cans, they were still in the Jand of 
conjecture, 

Mr, Gavin Jones said that the 
serent problem of India could only 
be solved by the Federation of All- 
Indin, and, although the — Indian 
States presented great diMfcultics, 
the problems in British Indin were 
far yreatest because they had still 
to crente their constituents to 
the Stales. 

The British Parliament had, he 
thought, forced upon India ata 
too rapid pace democratic in- 
stitutions for which they were not 
prepared, 

The Franchise SubCommittee’s 
report was too vague and he urged 
that Second Chambers = should, 
without doubt, be introduced in 
the development of Provincial 
States. 


Great: Advances, 

Doctor Shfaat Ahmad Khan, 
while suapending judgment on the 
work of the Federal structure 
committee, betieved the work of 
the other committees when analys. 
ed, and properly digested, would 
he found to have made great ode 
vances. . 

Mr. Shiva Kao criticised -the 
propostls for a Constitution which 
kept labour Jegislation outside 
the jurisdiction of the Federat 
Legislature, and was based ena 
very restricted franchise. 

Ramachand Rai Rao said the 
results attained = so-far had re- 
ceived the willing assent of think- 
ing people in Eudia, ‘Phe  Con- 
ference fad evolved a Constitu- 
tion from which muny deviations 
would be necessary. but he trust- 
ed that whatever might be done 
in the future the essential frame- 
work would remain: He urged 
that the further progress of the 
work of this Conference should be 
done with a minimum of delay. 


Optimistic Mood, 

Concluding, he said he was in 
an optimistic mood, and believed 
the whole .of the scheme would 
be well received in Indian, provid- 
ed adequate aafeguarda and tran- 
sitory arrangements were made 
for the responisbility to be trans- 
ferred as early as possible. 

Sardar Ujjal Singh said the con- 
ference had achieved a large mea- 
sure of success in many directions. 
Opinion in India would have a great 
influence in bringing the proposals 
to final shape by which the legiti- 
mate aspirations of the poople of In- 
din would be satisfied. The Princes: 
had.wholcheartedly associqted them-- 
selves with Indian feeling, and the 
essential result, of the. conference 
wns, that, with the exception of de. 
fonce and Foreign Affairs, the res- 
ponsibility of the Executive to the 
Legislature in all other spheres was 
complete, The safeguards need not 
frighten anyone. He hoped that in 
India the scheme would be discuss- 
ed, and opinions expressed on it, in 
a spirit of goodwill and in an at. 
mosphere of peace. 


: Tho Lahore Outrage.

to-day, theo Aga Khan as Chairman

SOVIET PROBLEM. 


‘ Tientsin, Jan, 16. 

With the intention of discussing 
extrality questions and the sug- 
gested removal of -the Legations 
to Nanking, the Minister of 
Foreign Affairs, Mr. C. T. Wang, 
In leaving for Peking this after- 
noon. 


Mr. Wang had .two conferences 
with General ‘Chang Haueh-liang 
while here, but owing to the delay 
in‘the arrival of Genern] Mo Teh- 
hui, the chief Chinese delegate at- 
tending the Moscow Conference, 
they were unable to discuss the 
Sino-Soviet issue which the Man- 
churian ruler Is most desirous of 
settling. 


The Foreign Mintster has 
arranged a meeting with the 
United States Minister to China 
nnd the Italian Charge d’Affalres 
to-morrow morning. The Peking 
Legation authorities have arrang- 
ed a banquet in honour of Mr. 
Wang. 


Apropos of the — suggested 
removal of the Legations to 
Nanking, Mr. Wang will take to 
Peking plans of the contemplated 
new quarters at Nanking which 
have been prepared by the Nank- 
ing Reconstruction Committee and 
Foreign Ministry officials, 


Mr. Wang will aeck the opinions 
of the Ministers of the Powers 
on thé estimated amount to be nr- 
signed for the construction of the 
new buildings and it Js considered 
likely that the Nanking Govern- 
ment will offer to purchase the 
Legation buildings if removal to 
Nanking is agreed upon, 


Soviet Issues, 


Despite Mr, Wang's assurance 
that General Mo Teh-hui has not 
the least intention of resigning his 
post at the Sino-Soviet Con- 
ference, Japanese reports state 
that Genern! Mo is disappointed at 
the lack of sincerity on the part 
of the Soviet delegates and their 
insistence on the terms of the 
Kharbarovak Protocol and has 
tendered his resignation to the 
Manchurian Government, — renlis- 
ing the numerous obstacles in the 
way of an carly settioment of the 
Chinese Enstern Railway disnute. 


A Manchurian officinl, Mr. Fan 
Chi-kwang, say the Japanese re- 
ports, is on his way to TIarbin to 
see Gen, Mo, 


On his trip back to’ Nanking, Mr. 
C. T.” Wang intents to stop at 
Tsingtao and Weihaiwci.

The Menace.

Rather than relonse its gold re- 
serves into circulation a Govern- 
ment Bank will raise the rate of 
interest prevailing in its territory, 
and so handicap its national busi- 
ness life. : :

ARGYLL “SOLDIER - 
DROWNED: 


CROSS-COUNTRY. -RUN 
ENDS IN TRAGEDY. 


Tragedy ended a cross-country 
run undertaken by several Argyll 
and Sutherland Highlanders yes- 
terday, when Private John Mar- 
shall, aged 19 years, who had been 
fn. the Colony only threo wecks, 
was drowned in the Kowloon Re- 
servoir. Several of his comrades 
mado gallant attempts to rescue 
him, but he flonted Into decp water. 
The body hnd not been recover- 
ed up to thia.morning. ae 

‘D" Company ‘of the Argylls 
was returning from a run shortly 
before noon, and in single file were 
walking along the water's edge of 
the reservoir in the direction of 
the weir. Marshall was one of 2 
crowd of about 20, who found it 
dificult making their way along 
the sloping bank. His floot a \- 
ed in the soft sand and one leg 
went in the water up to the knee, 
but ho mannged to regain the bank. 
A few yarda further on his feot 
slipped again, and he fell into the 
water. He appeared to be in no 
immediate danger and moat of the 
company proceeded, while half a 
dozen companions attempted to 
pull him out, : 

The bank at this place falla 
away quickly and is covered with 
thick soft mud, and soon Marshall 
was in dificulties. He could not 
awim, and his struggles carried 
him further away from the bank 
into much deeper water. 


Rescuer in Difliculties. 


Private Beaton. dived in the 
water, and although he managed 
to gain a hold on the drowning 
man, could not bring him:‘to the 
bank. Soon both were in danger, 
and Beaton had to release his hold. 
Attracted by the splashing, Pri- 
vate Crane, a atrong awiminer, a nd 
another comrade dived in from the 
other side of the reservoir and 
swam 100 yards to the spot, but 
Marshall had disappeared, and 
Beaton, who was weighed down by 
hig clothea, was saved only in time. 

The difficulties of regaining the 
body were added to by the fact 
that all the men had just compl-t- 
ed n gruelling run up tho hills, and 
wore practically exhausted. Crane 
dived repeatedly but without suc- 
cess, and Lieut. Bramble, also a 
strong swimmer, stripped and 
spent some time diving. 

Set. Madgwick, of the Shamshui- 
po Police Station, and a party of 
Argylls dragged the vicinity 
throughout the afternoon, but 
could not locate the body, .and 
were forced to stop their efforts at 
nightfall. Further attempts will 
be made to-day. iis 

Private Marshall was one of the 
latest additions to the ,Regiment, 
having arrived on the troopship 
Nevassa on December 29. His 
home is at Glasgow. 

Private Crane, who made a 
yaliant attempt at recovering the 
body,, ia a strong swimmer and 
holds a loyal Humano Socicty 
medal for rescue from drowning at 
the Isle of Wight sume years ago.

AS SWEDEN SEES 
“BRITAIN. | 


—— 


TOO “MUCH “LEISURE” AND, 


| “SLACKNESS.” 


A well-known Swedish journ- 
alist, Mr. R, Lindstroem, who has 
spent the last two years in Eng- 
land, afd now publishes a book en- 
titled “John Bull At Home,” comes 
to the conclusion that Britain suf- 
fors from “leisure” and slackness 
in industrial organisation. His 
survey, Which denis principally 
with British political and Sridus- 
trial life, is thoroughly 5ym- 
pathetic towards Great Britain, 
but also reveals features of Bri- 
tish social life with which the 
author docs not agree. Himeelf a 
Socialist, Mr. Lindstroem viows 
with aympathy the unorthodox tra- 
ditions within the Labour party, 
basing its politics on facts and not 
on Marxian doctrines, and he 18 
interested to nee to what an extent 
the Church and religious sects have 
their followers within British 
inbour. He ia no_ friend of Mr. 
Maxton. and Sir Oswald Mosley. 
The general interest taken In 
society news ia also a subject 
which he cannot underatand. 


Concerning British industry, he 
thinks that the efficiency of the 
British workman is below that of 
the Swedish one, but on the other 
hand he points out that the Bri- 
tish workman is handicapped by 
the far from modern equipment 
and organisation of British indus- 
try, He urges drastic ratfonalisn- 
tion methoda to ennble England to 
compete with other countries. 


Mr, Lindstroem, who waa elected 
to the First Chamber of © the 
Swedish Rikadag after hia return, 
devotes Rome pages to the British 
Partlamentary machinery, which 
he thinks ‘in [tself a fine . institu. 
tion, but not altogether equal ta 
the British Parliamentary —ma- 
chinery, which he thinks in itself 
a fine Inatitution, but not alto- 
gether equal to the larger taske 
of modern Jegistation, 


A more general and Jess critica) 
survey of British life is given in 
another Swedish Christmas book, 
“Londen Kaleidoscope,” by Pro- 
fessor Johan Mortensen, who for 
some years haa lived in England 
as 4 correspondent of a Jeading 
Swedish daily. The professor is 
in sympathy with the British race, 
and tries to explain the English 
habits and traditions to hia com- 
patriots.

TWO CHINESE CONVICTED 
AT KOWLOON. 


Tho hearing of the case against 
Chan Ming (21) and.Chan Stk-tin 
(14) was proceeded with bofore 
Mr. Butters at the Kowloon Magis- 
tracy, yesterdny afternoon. 


“The defendants were charged 
with having, on December 21, 
broken into 293, Lai Chi Lok Road 
and stolen two rattan baskets _con- 
taining $24 {n . money, four wold 
rings, a palr of ear-rings and 86 
plecea of female clothing: the -pro- 
perty of an amnh. Charges of re 
eclving wero also. preferred. 


The first: defendant was addi- 
tionally charged with the larceny 
of a gramaphone, valued at $21, 
from Chan Hoi, a photographer, 
living- at No. 61, Nam’ Cheong 
Street. ; 

Mr. F. X. D’Almado (jnr). ap 
peared for both defendants and 
tendered a plen of “not guilty.” 

Outlining the case for tho pro- 
secution, Detective Serreant Good- 
win stated that about 2.46 pm. on 
December 21, a Chinese detective 
on duty at the junction of Lai Chi 
Kok Road and Shanghai Street saw 
the two defendants approaching, 
each cnrrying a basket. He stop- 
ped the defendants and queationed 
them. The defendants put the 
bnakets on the ground and the first 
defendant then bolted off. The 4e- 
tective arrested the Second defen- 
dant and tock him to the police 
station. Later, the man took the 
detective to 298, Lai Chi Kok Road 
second floor. The door wna found 
to have been forced open and there 
was nobody on the floor. From in- 
quiries made next.door it was Iearn- 
ed that an amnah, occupied the floor, 
and that she had gone to the 
market to buy vegetables, ‘The de- 
fendant then took the detective to 
141i, Tung Choi Street, where the 
first defendant was arrested. 
Highteen pawn tickets were also 
found, ene of which referred to the 
xramaphone. . 


The first defendant said that he} 


was walking In the street with the 
second defendant and when near 
the -Mongkok market met a man, 
named Chan Yuk-kwai, whe asked 
them to carry the baskets to their 
floor. He anid that Chan Yuk- 
kwai stayed with them on the same 
floor; and that the pawn tickets 
belonged to him. 

The second defendant said that 
he helped the first defendant to 
carry the baskets. 

Mr. Butters convicted both de- 
fendants on the principal chargo 
and the first defendant on the ad- 
ditional charge. He eentonced the 
first defendant to two months’ and 
ane month respectively, the sen- 
tences to run condecutivdy. The 
second defendant was ordered to re- 
coive twelve strokes, and to be de~ 
ported. i ,

‘At a mecting of the Chincse 
General Chamber of Cammertco yes. 
terday, Mr. Chan Weung-pak, tho 
|Seerctary, reported that letters had 
been received from Chinese com- 
plnining against tho water -restric- 
tions imposed in the Chincso dis- 
triets since Thuraday, It appeared 
that throughout the winter Chinese 
would .have to obtain water from 
street fountains. 


The Ietters mentioned at con-] 


aidernble length the hardship in- 
volved {n carrying water to the 
wpper atnrovs fn Chinese reafdences 
In the cold weather. The letters 
auggested that If the Government 
Intention was to cconomise water 
it might be wiso to arrange with 
the P.W.D. to permit a couple of 
hours’ supply daily to all Chincsa 
residences. 

A member of the Chaniber point- 
ed out that much water was wasted 
in transportation from tho street 
fountains to the upper storeys. A 
dally two-hour supply was hardly 
enough for the demands of the con- 
gested districts. Tho Chairman 
said that the suggested two-hour 
supply was previously diecursed but 
opinion was expressed that such a 
supply might lead to quarrels be- 
tween reaidents.on different storays, 
He promised’ to consider the matter 
with the Executive Committee.

Public Health and Buildings
